Palma, Island of Majorca, Feb. 12.— 
Driven helplessly from her course in 
one of the wildest storms that has 
swept the Mediterranean sea in forty 
years 
the 
French 
Transatlantic 
Steamship company’s 
steamer Gen­ 
eral Chanzy crashed at full speed in 
the dead of night on the treacherous 
reefs near the island of Minorca ann 
all but one of the 157 souls on board 
perished. 
The sole survivor is an Algerian 
customs official, Marcel 
Rodel, who 
was rescued by a fisherman and who 
lies in the hospital at Ciudadela rav­ 
ing as a result of the tortures through 
which lie* passed, and he is unable to 
give an account of the disaster. 
In the ship's company there were 
eighty-seven 
passengers, of 
which 
thirty were in the first cabin. 
The 
crew numbered seventy. 
It is not thought that any Amer­ 
icans were aboard. 
The ship was in 
command of Captain Cayol, one of the 
most careful officers of the line. 
In 
his long experience lie had never be­ 
fore met with an accident. 
He had 
intended to retire from the service in 
the near future. 


Passengers Mostly French Officers. 


The passengers of the Chanzy were 
mostly French 
officers and 
officials 
returning to their post in Algeria, ac­ 
companied by their wives and chil­ 
dren; a few’ soldiers, some Italians and 
Turks and one priest. The only Anglo- 
Saxon names on the passenger lists 
were Green and Stakely. 
They were 
members of an opera troupe of eleven 
which had been engaged to sing at 
the Casino in Algiers.

was due to arrive at Algiers Thursday 
afternoon.

Violated Law Prohibiting Purchase of 
Issue Stock. 
Sioux Falls, S. D., Feb. 12.—Charles 
W. Merritt, a former meat market man 
of Lamro, who is serving a term of 
six months in the Minnehaha county 
jail under sentence of United States 
court, and who in addition was fined 
$500, is the first man to be convicted 
in South Dakota under a federal stat 
Ute which prohibits Indians selling is­ 
sue stock or their increase to white 
men without a written permit from the 
United States Indian agent. 
This practice of selling stock which 
had been issued to them by the govern 
ment, with the object of encouraging 
the Indians to become self-supporting 
had become general In many sections 
and the strong arm of the government 
was necessary to put a stop to it and 
protect the Indians. 
Thousands of head of stock have 
been issued to the Indians of South 
Dakota the past few years. 
This stock 
is branded “ I. D.” by the government 
before being turned over to the In 
dians, and in cases where the Indians 
evade the vigilance of the government 
employes on their reservations and sell 
the stock to the white men the hides 
are readily identified. 
On Merritt’s premises were found 
eight hides hearing the “ I. D.’’ brand 
hut he was arrested and convicted for 
having in his possession two “ I. I ) ’’ 
hides which were found in his wagon 
The animals are worth $35 each on 
an average, and it was found that th* 
Indians sold them for an average of 
about $20 a head.

Believed lo imperil Passage ot 


Such Legislation. 


Washington, Feb. 12.— Senator Root 
of New York has drafted an amend­ 
ment to the postal savings bank bill 
which is believed to imperil the’ pas­ 
sage of any kind of postal savings leg­ 
islation at the present session of con­ 
gress. 
It provides, in effect, that the 
deposits of the postal savings banks, 
instead of being deposited by the gov­ 
ernment in local hanks nearest the 
postoffices in which Hie savings are 
accumulated, snail be invested in gov­ 
ernment bonds. 
This amendment is relied on by the 
Aldrich forces in the senate, it is un­ 
derstood, to accomplish one of two 
things, either of which will be satis­ 
factory to Senator Aldrich. 
Either it 
will result in the defeat of the bill or 
it will fit into the Aldrich plans for 
the creation of a central bank and aid 
the Rhode Island senator in overcom­ 
ing one of the greatest objections to 
his central bank scheme. 
The Aldricu bank plan contemplates 
the Issuance of notes by the central 
institution that are not based on gov­ 
ernment bonds. 
This would result in 
the release of about $700,000,000 of 
government bonds now on deposit to 
guarantee national bank notes. 
If 
the deposits 
in the 
proposed 
postal savings banks can be invested 
in 
government 
bonds, 
instead 
of 
loaned to local banks, the bonds that 
would be released through the crea­ 
tion of the central bank as projected 
would he readily taken care of and 
would not he thrown on the market 
with a prospect of lowering materially 
their price or value. 
However, it is believed that the 
Root amendment, if offered, will pre­ 
cipitate such a bitter fight that there 
will he little chance of the passage of 
the bill in another form. 
Practically 
all the senators west of the Allegheny 
mountains, who are not opposed to a 
postal savings bank of any kind, are 
determined that the deposits shall not 
be transferred from 
the immediate 
communities in which they originate.

Provided for Permanent Channel. 


Tho river and harbor aet of March 
3, 1907, for the improvement of the 
Mississippi river between Ute Missouri 
river and St. Paul, provided for a per­ 
manent channel six feet deep and 3mi 
to 1,400 feet wide, at a cost of $20.- 
000,000, and an appropriation was made 
of $500,000, with a continuing contract 
for $1,000,000, of which $5w0,000 was 
to be expended during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1910, and $500,000 dur 
ing the year ending June 30, 1911. 
At 
this rate it would take forty years to 
complete the project. 
Engineers esti­ 
mate, however, that with the existing 
plant sufficiently increased from $1. 
500,000 to $2,000,000 can he profitably 
expended each year, thus reducing tho 
time of completion to twelve years 
The purpose of the committee in pro­ 
posing an appropriation of $500,000 ad 
ditional to the $500,000 carried in the 
sundry civil hill is to enable the engi­ 
neers to Increase the plant, so that the 
project, if it is desired, can he com 
pleted in twelve years. 
The hill, as a whole carries $42,355,- 
276, of which $7,2o6,430 is for continu­ 
ing contracts. 
The bill will be called 
up in the house Monday in an effort 
to press the measure to passage. 
The $7,000,000 odd outside the cash 
appropriations 
is 
for 
expenditures 
which may hereafter be made under 
the continuing contract system.

bill is theoretically an annual budget, 
although no regular rivers and har­ 
bors bill has been reported since that 
approved March 2, 1907.

Believed He Knows More Than He Has

Duluth, Feb., 12.—George Booker 
thirty-five years old, a teamster, was 
arrested on suspicion of having mur 
dered his stepfather, Charles Clark, 
sixty-five years old, who died in a 
sleigh on the way to Duluth from 
French River Wednesday.

Wisconsin and 
Minnesota are opposed to the re-elec- 
ion of Joseph G. Cannon as speaker 
of the next congress, as determined 
by a poll conducted by the Chicago 
Tribune. In no district is he the choice 
of the majority of the editors’ poll. 
In 
several districts he has not a single 
supporter. 
In only four congressional districts 
in the seven states named did a ma­ 
jority of the Republican editors indorse 
the Aldrich-Cannon law. 
These four 
districts are the Third and Fourth of 
Ohio and the Twelfth of Indiana 
which are represented by Democrats 
Only on*1 Republican congressman in 
the Central West, Douglas of the Elev­ 
enth Ohio district, finds that a ma­ 
jority of the Republican editors are in 
favor of his vote on the Aldrich law. 
Congressman Douglas Is supported by 
the narrow vote of eight to seven Re­ 
publicans, and the only independent 
editors who voted on the Tribune’s bal­ 
lot declared against the law. 
The Tribune published the vote by 
states on the speakership and the 
Aldrich law, giving their opinions as 
gleaned from the ballots sent to the 
editors of every newspaper in Ohio 
and states west. 
Only the ballots of the Republicans 
and independents are counted. A total 
of nearly 5,000 answers were received. 
Tho Tribune presents the analysis of 
the ballots by congressional districts 
In the seven stater of the Central West. 
This question was asked the editors: 
“ Is the Honorable Joseph G. Cannon 
your choice for speaker of the next 
congress?”

Hartley and other of the “ boys,” as 
well as to look after some business 
matters. 
W hen asked as to his opinion of 
the future of the Uuyuna range, Mr. 
H artley recalled th a t three or four 
years ago he prophesied th a t the 
range would be shipping ore about 
this time.

W ilbur Wright, the aviator, does not 
smoke. 
He does like to fool a little 
tim e aw ay 
with 
highly 
striped Ice 
cream. 
He was enjoying his favorite 
dissipation surrounded by bis counsel, 
II. A. Toulmiu of Springfield, O.. and 
Pliny W. W illiamson and J. B. Smith 
of New York city. 
A reporter linger­ 
ing near was w aiting for the aviator 
to satisfy his taste before inquiring 
into his plans. 
The place w as the 
Underwriters’ club, 
New 
York, 
the 
tim e early afternoon of a recent day. 
“An odd thing happened in our office 
a little w hile ago,” said Mr. W illiam ­ 
son. 
“A man from Indiana unfolded 
a schem e In which he solicited our co­ 
operation. 
He said he cam e to us be­ 
cause we are counsel for the Wright 
company and he w as promoting som e­ 
thing that he thought we would like 
to handle on that account. 
He called 
It the National M ausoleum com pany— 
som ething new in apartm ent burial 
houses w as its strong feature—and”— 
“The W right com pany w ill not have 
the kind of byproducts that that chap 
needs to make his patent mausoleum 
pay,” said Mr, W right, enjoying the 
Incident. 


P lan n in g For Experim ents. 
Continuing in a serious manner, the 
aviator said: 
"The w hole problem of aeronautics 
calls for the conservation of the means 
that will make further experim ental 
work possible. 
If dying m achines can 
be made absolutely safe there w ill be 
no difficulty about finding a market for 
them. 
To do that will require experi­ 
mentation; to curry on experim ents 
takes money. 
W here is the money to 
com e from? 
Not from the sale of ma­ 
chines for a year or two. 
“The profits derived from satisfying 
the public curiosity in all the big cit­ 
ies of the country 
will enable my 
brother and I to develop the art. Such 
money should be conserved for the 
developm ent of flying m achines, and 
it is our intention to make such use, 
to a considerable extent, of moneys 
received from such exhibitions.” 
Ile added that neither he nor his 
brother would personally exhibit the 
W right machines. 
Several men train­ 
ed for that purpose at his com pany’s 
aviation field iii Florida would give 
the public exhibitions. 
Mr. W right will select a testing field 
In Florida. 
Sheds will be im m ediate­ 
ly constructed, and when everything 
is com plete several aeroplanes will In* 
shipped from the \\ right factory at 
Dayton. O., aud the tw o brothers will 
devote their tim e between now aud 
spring in giving instruction to those 
aviators who remain to be selected. 


T h eir H opes and Intentions. 
"They 
say 
you will choke rho art 
lf your 
patents are 
upheld in

courts.” was suggested. 
“Let men who pretend to fear such 
a result work as 
we did dow n at 
Kitty H aw k.” he replied. 
"I don’t 
suppose there will be very many law ­ 
suits brought by our company against 
men working for the developm ent of 
the art. 
W e never fussed w ith Her­ 
ring or Curtiss w hile they were e x ­ 
perimenting. 
We feel we have a right 
to proceed against a man who copies 
our m achine and uses it for exhibition 
purposes or uses 
it for bis personal 
pleasure 
to avoid having to buy a 
W right machine. 
It is to our interest 
to encourage all experim ental work. 
‘Choking the art’ is furthest from our 
minds. 
If w e can keep the other fel­ 
low s who have infringed our patents 
from taking all the cream there'll be 
more butter made iu the end.” 
He epitom ized the hopes and inten­ 
tions of him self aud his brother by 
saying 
that 
the 
form ation tot 
the 
W right company would enable them 
to do the experim ental kind of flying 
they did at K itty H aw k, N. C„ before 
1905. 
“Our work from now on w ill be ex ­ 
perim ental—in the laboratory and in 
the air,” he said. 
“Since 1905 w e have 
been so busy catching trains, so to 
speak, that, in a broad sense, we were 
able then to do as well as w e are able 
to do now. 
We think we can im prove 
on our machine now that we shall 
have the time. 
Increased safety, add­ 
ed carrying capacity and one or tw o 
things that I am not at liberty to 
speak of are in prospect.”
